Notoneof your buker's dozen of
sarvants has one good, honest half hour's
work in the whole twenty-four hours,
but not one of them will lift a finger to

hands. For all of which the excuse is
that caste rules will not allow them to
do any other kind of work; and although
you know well that this is an
absurd lie, invented only for your annoy-
ance and robbery, yet, what are you go-
